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| On Tuesday, the 8th of April 1979, I arrived at the Villa Devoto 
2 prison. My secretary had been told by the chaplain of all prisons that 
there mss no need to announce my arrival as things Mere considerably , 
more relaxed. He said that In spite of all that, he Mould call anyway 
gto announce my visit. The chaplain added that with the official docu- 
fment that I had In my possession, there Mould be no difficulty whatsoever. 

2 When I arrived at 14:30, a priest ms entering directly In front 
of me. He entered the prison directly. I ms shown Into a small mltlng 
room where I had to wait until 15:00 for the necessary papers to be 
^admitted to the prison. When 1 received them, I asked the police-woman 
attending me If there ms any way I could avoid losing more time. She 
told me that she would contact the officers Inside and that there would 
be no wait. 


I arrived at 15:00 In the Patio before the large prison door and 
was told that I must wait. ! waited for 50 minutes (until 15:50) and 
ms told several times that the visitors could pass but that 1 ms to 
continue mltlng. I ms finally admitted Into the building at 15:55 and 
ms told that I would have to be searched, something that ms a usual 
procedure. I removed everything from my pockets and my watch and deposited 
all of It with the officer In charge. I ms then submitted to a. body 
search which ms more thorough than usual and ms told to take my pants off. 

I was then taken down a flight of stairs and put Into a special 
cubical where I waited for another 15 minutes alone until the first 
prisoner appeared. We were separated by glass and thus forced to converse 
by means of an Iron tube. The first girl I saw, ms 18 years old In July. 

She has a growth on her eyebrow and a cyst down her eyelid. For months 
she has requested to be seen by an eye specialist. She ms finally taken 
to a doctor at the end of April , but she explained that she ms never 
even examined. She had hopes that the Red Cross would be able to arrange 
a decent examination. She Is terribly frightened about the.growth on 
her eye. She has been In prison now for 22 months, without any accusation. 
She has never appeared before a judge and the only questions that were 
put to her, were with regard to her 17 year old brother, who ms shot and 
killed In the bed next to her the night she ms taken away. The girl's 
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mother died a few years ago of cancer. She told me that she was 
sexually raped by the police when taken prisoner and was abused. 

She was Insulted as a Jewess during the process. The only questions 
that she was ever asked, dealt with her brother. She stated that 
there was no subversive propaganda In the house; no weapons whatsoever 
and that to this day she had no Idea why she Is In prison. She has been 
denied her right of option to go to Israel In the past and Is very 
anxiously awaiting for the month of June when the next right of 
option will receive a reply. She stated that she still has not 
received a book which I sent to her last December with her grand- 
mother, entitled " The Essence of Judaism", by Leo Baeek. She also 
stated that none of the blbles that were sent to the Jewish prisoners 
by another rabbi, were ever received. She asked me If there Is any 
truth to the rumours that there will be allowed more recreation or 
some opportunity to work. She stated that she must be by herself 
19 hours a day. She has no right to listen to the radio, read news- 
papers or do any manual labour. She Is desperately hoping to be allowed 
to go to Israel. 

Case number 2: This deals with a woman of 30 years of age 
who has been a prisoner since November 1975. She stated that she has 
3 children who are living with her husband from whom she was separated 
before her arrest. She had rented two rooms of her home to help her 
balance her budget. The police claimed that those 2 rooms had been rented 
by terrorists. She claims that she knot nothing of the people and that 
furthermore she saw nothing suspicious. She declared this before 
judge Adamo In La Plata In Juzgado (Court) number 3, In the middle of 
1978. She has received absolutely no Information of her case. Before 
she arrived at the Devoto prison, she was raped by three different 
policemen; she was tortured brutally, has 3 rips broken and was given 
electric shock. She was also told that she was receiving all this In a 
double measure, as a terrorist and as a Jew. She has applied for her 
right of option to go to Israel, on the 19th of April, and Is desperately 
anxious to receive an affirmative reply. She has been told that she 
Is on the 4th floor, because this Is the floor of prisoners who are , 
difficult and who present problems of conduct. She claims that she 
simply does not understand this at all and that she has never presented 
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a problem during her Imprisonment. She stated that she mbs never 
Involved In terrorist affairs and that as a result of her torture 
and Imprisonment, she Mas operated last year for Intestinal disorders. 
She stated that the Red Cross on the same dayt .Tuesday, April 8, 1979 
told her that she must have a very restrictive diet. She said that 
she Informed the Red Cross that It Is Impossible to receive her 
diet and that consequently she Is always 111. The Red Cross said 
that she should speak to the prison doctor. She explained to him 
that she had done this rapidly, but that nothing has changed. She 
begged me to Inquire If there is any truth behind the rumours that 
prisoners on the 4th floor have no chance of being released. She 
also begged me to Inquire Into the state of her cause In Court 
number 3 In La Plata, under judge Adamo. She also begged me to Inter- 
cede before the Israeli Embassy, so that someone from the Embassy 
visit her and help her to emigrate with her three children to Israel. 
With regard to the apparently new privileges In the prison, she was 
told by the Red Cross not to expect any changes.
